
AN ORDINANCE AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 0-01-63; CLARIFYING THE HEIGHT 
REQUIREMENTS FOR EXCESSIVE WEEDS OR GRASS; DECLARING AN 
EMERGENCY; AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

WHEREAS, there is a need to clarify the height requirements for excessive weeds or grass 

as those items are addressed in Ordinance No. 0-0  1-63. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 

OF CONWAY, ARKANSAS, THAT: 

Section 1. That Ordinance No. 0-01-63, Section 1 (A) is hereby amended to read as 

follows: 

“A. Any grass, weeds, or other noxious vegetation that exceeds ten (1 0) inches in height, 

except in axeas specifically designated or recognized by the city, state or the United States as 

agricultural, wetlands, open spaces or natural or wild flower areas.” 

Section 2: That any ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed to the extent of 

that conflict. 

Section 3: That this ordinance is necessary for the protection of the peace, health and 

safety of the citizens of Conway, and therefore, an emergency is declared to exist, and this ordinance 

shall go into effect from and after its passage and approval.
